Washington,. March 1—After: 


through tte entire session of con- 
gress, the resolution to submit 
to 


the several states an amendment to 
the constitution providing for 
the 


election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people was defeat- 
ed yesterday in the senate. 


The proposition, which has been 


vigorously advocated by Democrats. 
insurgents and regulai-s, was killed 
in the house of its friends. 
Those 


who believe in the popular election 
of senators in the end accomplished 
the defeat of the measure. 


Certain of them would not permit 


the resolution to pass because of the 
fact that a clause in the original res- 
olution. which removed the election 
of senators 
from 
federal control, 


was eliminated. 


When the roll was called Demo- 


crats. insurgents and some of the old- 
line Republicans joined together 
to 


the number of 54 in voting for the 
passage of the resolution. There were 
10 Democrats, however, who joine8 
with 23 Republicans, making 03 in 
all. and voted against the 
resolu- 
tion. 


Inasmuch as a vote of two third? 


in the affirmative is necessarj to pass 
a resolution submitting an amend- 
ment to the constitution, the resolu- 
tion failed. 


The ten Democrats who balked 


against the resolution and thereb> 
caused it to fail did so because of 
that part of the resolution as origin- 
ally reporoed by Senator Borah and 
fathered by him, providing that the 
control of the elections of senators 
should be surrendered b> the federal 
government and vested entirely in the 
senate. 


The Sutherland amendment struck 


out that provision and allowed the 
control which the federal government 
now has, but which it does not ex^r- 
cise, to continue. When this 
was 


done some of the southern men an- 
nounced 
their intention to vote 


against the amendment, and they did 
so today, thus defeating it. although 
7hey still claim to favor popular elec- 
tion of senators. They expressed th< 
fear that with the federal government 
having the constitutional right 
to 


regulate the election of senators. th^r^ 
might some day be pased a force bill 
giving the negro the right to voie and 
would nullify the state constitutions 
whereby suffrage, so far as the negro 
is concerned, is abridged. 


Friends of direct elections believe

Italian Spaghetti. — Break o'ie- 


fourth of a pound of spaghetti uito 
inch lengths, cover with boihug salt- 
ed viater, and boil for twenty min- 
utes or until tender. 
Drain, pour 


ccld water over the spaghetti and 
drain again. 
This is don^ to make 


the spaghetti tender instead of tough 
as it is apt to be. 
Melt two table 


spoonfuls of butter in a frying pan 
and brown delicately with a few 
slices of onion. 
Stir in one table- 


spoonful of flour and 
mix 
until 


smooth; add one cupful of tomato 
juice, stir until smooth and strain. 
Last of all. add one or two table- 
spoonfuls of Parmesan cheese, ac- 
cording to taste. 
Season with salt 


and pepper, pour over spaghetti and 
serve. The sauce can be made v.-nile 
the spaghetti is boiling, and if ready 
beforehand put over hot water to 
keep heated. 
It should be poured 


over the spaghetti as soon as that is 
drained from the water. 
Put the 


spaghetti on a dish, and as the sauce 
is poured over it lift the spaghetti 
with a fork that the sauce may pene- 
trate every part. 


Dumplings.—For a rich biscuit 


crust allow a good half cupful of 
shortening and two teaspoon fills of 
baking powder to the quart of flour. 
Roll out somewhat less than a half 
inch thick and cut in four or five- 
inch squares. In the center of each 
place the fruit. This may be either 
fresh, canned or cooked evaporated; 
the two latter kinds must be drain- 
ed free from syrup before using. 
Draw the paste up about the fruit 
and pinch tightly to prevent oozing, 
then arrange in a 
greased 
pan. 


When steamed, fully forty minutes 
should be allowed. 
When baking 


try the 
following method: 
Have 


two pans of the same size. Place 
the dumplings in one pan. pour over 
them a half cupful of cold water, 
cover with the second pan (inverted > 
and at once place in a quick oven; 
in thirty-five minutes uncover long 
enough to brown. The slight amount 
of water added 
will prevent 
the 


hardness and crustiness often com- 
plained of in baked dumplings.

Editor Advocate:—The report and 


recommendation of the 
Good Roads 


committee presented to the Newark 
Board of Trade at its meeting the 17th 
of February, and which received such 
hearty endorsement by that body, is 
onen to some very just 
criticism. 


However, let it be understood at the 
outset that we are not opposed to good 
toads, but to the manner in which it 
is proposed to expend this special road 
fund. 


This committee recommends the ex- 


lieuditure of $50,000 on each of the 
lour roads leading from Newark to Co- 
lumbus. Mt. Vernon, Zanesville and 
Thornville respectively, which amount 
would improve these roads to prac- 
tically the county line on each side of 
the county. These gentlemen seem to 
forget that there are rubles and miles 
of other roads in Licking county more 
deserving of improvement and just as 
important to the farmers and 
tax- 


payers who live in sections untonch^d 
by these roads. 
Practically all the 


section of country traversed by these 
four roads, is also traversed by either 
or both steam and electric lines which 
skives them almost hourly transporta- 
tion facilities, not only to Newark but 
to the surrounding towns. Local sta- 
tions are available for shipping their 
farm products without the expense of 
the long wagon haul which is neces- 
sary from some other sections of the 
county. 


Three of these roads traverse sec- 


tions underlaid with inexhaustible de- 
posits of grave] which not only afford 
them an abundance of cheap road ma- 
terial, but also the best of natural 
drainage which is absolutely necessary 
for good roads. 


Further, the building of these pikes

farmers of Franklin, Knox, Muskin- 
?rum and Perry counties, who come to 
Newark only occasionally by wagon,

from three to thirtt-en miles. The soil 
and subsoil are largely clay, very re- 
tentive of moisture, which makes good 
winter roads practically impossible. 
Besides there is a lack of good road- 
building material, and these townships 
are not favored by the large railroad 
taxes with which practically all of the 
townships along the projiosed road.s 
are favored. Dt-spite this fact, how- 
ever, the roads have been kept fairlv 
good for summer travel by the public 
spirit which favors good roads. This 
section has paid thousands of dollars 
in taxes and gotten practically nothing 
in return. There are no large bridges 
and not many small ones. No public 
improvement of any kind, except an 
occasional small appropriation to im- 
prove some short stretch of road next 
to impassible. 
Yet the farmers and 


taxpayers of this section have remain- 
ed silent. Now. however, "forbearance 
ceases to be a virtue," and if this 
county is to enter upon an era of Good 
Roads, we ask, no we demand, that 
we be granted at least our share of

Then why issue bonds

these roads? This issue will be but a j 
beginning, and a few years hence will j 
see our farms and homes bonded or 
mortgaged for 51.000.000 
to 
build 


roads which experience has proven are 
not permanent, but which require 
a 


large annual outlay for repairs. Bs-; 
sides, these roads produce no income ; 
to meet their expense. 
Every dollar 


to build and repair and pay interest 
on the bonds must come by increased ] 
taxation. The present generation 
of 


school children will not see the end 
of this taxation. 


But the men who want the bonds 


are anxious that we build these roads. 
Ii gives them opportunity to invest 
large sums, of monev where it can es- 
cape its share of taxation, as these 
bonds are exempt 
from 
taxation, 


while the farmer and home owner is 
taxed to the limit on all he has.

Memory :• Blank as to the Killing of 


His Wife, a Former Newark 


Girl. 


Columbus. March 1. — The white- 


robed form of his wife, as she stag- 
gered to the door of their home on 
the Xorth Side from the group of 
merrymakers, fresh from a 
night's 


joy ride in a big tonneau, a vision 
of her dishevelled hair, as with sul- 
lied cheeks she bent over him as he 
lay dazed on his bed, and after that 
a blank. 


This was Carl J. Cly's 
portrayal 


yesterday in court of that night last 
summer, when he killed his wife and 
sent a bullet crashing into his own 
breast. 


In cold, calm fashion, he wove the 


threads of a dramatic tale to a jury 
that listened intently and took 
in 


every word. 


He told of the 
discovery of 
the 


perfidy of his wife and the boarder. 
Eye. whom he had befriended when 
he was penniless, and as, with ner- 
vously twitching muscles, he re- 
counted the anguished moments that 
marked the vigil of watching for the 
return of the woman, his lip quiver- 
ed and his mother and relatives in 
the court room wept. 


Two weeks later, on his bed in the 


hospital, reason came back, but n»v- 
er till the witnesses on the 
stand 


pictured the sordid tale of murder, 
he swears, did he know that he was 
an uxorcide. 


Following his testimony. Drs.

D. Deuschle, H. \V. Whittakef, Geo. 
Stockton and E. E. Gaver. alienist, 
examined him in open court and will 
be called to the stand later to testify 
as to his sanity.
